R.D.S. SHOW 
MR. WYLIE’'S APPEAL 


N appeal for more support for the 
A Royal Dublin Society was made by 

the Director, Mr. W. E. Wylie, 
K.C.. on Saturday last, as the Society's 
summer show came to an end. :

During the winter session 
a splendid programme of concerts and 
lectures had been arranged, and the 
library was becoming increasingly popu-.

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The Parish Pump 


Limerick, thanks to an in- 
teresting coincidence, will be the 
pivotal point this week of two 
departures in the organisation of 
Trish life. While the enterprise 
of Aer Lingus opens up visions of 
Thomond as & clearing-house for 
international. transport, Muintir 
na Tire, at its: annual rural week, 
will make renewed efforts to turn 
the thoughts of citizens, as it 
were, inwards to the humdrum 
details of parish life. The 
Significance of these coincident 
events is difficult to measure. Do 
they signify an irreconcilable 
point of view, or are they com- 
plementary movements towards 
Some new kind of social and 
economic order? At what points 
is it conceivable that Muintir na 
Tire’s “ microscopic ” activities 
may combine usefully with the 
‘telescopic’ visions of Aer Lingus 
and the functions of Rynanna’s 
international airport? What 1s 
their relative importance to the 
future of our national life? These 
questions are not merely academic. 
They indicate problems which 
must be constantly present to the 
minds of Ministers in their search 
for a balanced national economy. 
Mr. de Valera, the chief sponsor 
of Rynanna Airport, has publicly 
blessed the efforts of Muintir na 
Tire, and has made statutory pro- 
vision for parish councils as 
voluntary units in the conduct 
of local administration. Thus one 
must consider the relative import- 
ance of two practical ventures in 
the field of community organisa- 


‘tion—one concerned with the un- 


romantic affairs of the parish 
pump, the other with possibilities 
that must appeal to the dullest 
imagination. Which of these 
developments is the more likely 
to reinforce the foundations and 
to shape the future structure of 
our national life? Is it of greater 
importance to Cork and Galway 
that they shall be equipped with 
airports, or that their citizens shall 
be induced to come together in 
a new spirit of self-help, to make 
the most of long-neglected local 
Opportunities? It would be 
foolish to suggest that there is 
any essential antipathy between 
the airport and the parish pump; 
yet, on the principle that first 
things should come first, we think 
that pride of place ought to be 
given to the development of 
healthy and virile local institu- 
tions rather than to the romantic 
possibilities of air travel. The 
parish pump and its modern 
ramifications intimately affect the 
life of every citizen, rich and 
poor alike, pupil or patriarch, 
Travel by air is, and will long 
continue to be, the interest of 
the comparatively few. 

Lest we be accused of a narrow 
or reactionary outlook, let us 
apply one simple test to present 
conditions and > visible -possibili- 
ties. Within the past thirty 
years—we quote from the latest 
issue of the Irish Year Book—two 
forms of disease have made 
serious inroads on the life of 
rural Ireland. W thin thirty 
years subtle processes of senile 
decay have gone far to undermine 
the foundations of our agricul- 
industry. While the 
younger generation have been 
lured, like the moth to the 
candle, in ever-increasing numbers 
to the artificial lights of Dublin 
and other cities, we have the 
officially-vouched and deeply dis- 
turbing fact that ‘‘ our percentage 
of males and females unmarried 
at the younger ages is the 
highest in the world,’’ and the 
closely relevant fact that “in 
rural areas the number of children 
under 15 declined (within ten 
years) by 78,000.” Thus comes 
incontrovertible evidence of a 
malignant disease destroying the 
deeper roots of our national and 
community being. Until means 
are found to check the progress of 
that disease, and to restore repro- 
ductive health to the tissues of 
our rural organism, not airports 
or local elections or County. 
Management Acts can refresh 
the deeper springs of our com- 
munity life. Is there, then, 
any reason to hope that 
the doctrines of Muintir na Tire 
may be so applied as to strike at 
the roots of such rural diseases? 
Is it conceivable that the parish 
guild and council—basing its 
activities on uncompromising 
principles of self-help and local 
patriotism—may be so directed 
as to supply the necessary 
restoratives to the local body- 
politic? Recalling the high hopes 
which centred on previous efforts 
to reorganise Irish rural life, we 
cannot repose too great confidence 
in the value of Muintir na Tire’s 
venture. Nevertheless, the limited, 
but well-defined, degree of success 
which has attended its efforts en- 
courages the hope that Father 
Hayes and his colleagues have 
discovered that indefinable some- 
thing for the lack of which earlier 
efforts were doomed to meet with 
limited success, Of one thing, at 
least, we are persuaded. No 
marked change or improvement 
can be expected from next week's 
local elections. From such tradi- 
tional battle-grounds of political 
parties nothing that is really new 


or hopeful is likely to emerge. 


It may be otherwise if, and when, 
parish councils enter into effective 
co-operation with the County 
Managers, whose appointment 
now is imminent. Then the trail 
of party politics may cease to 
distort local outlooks. The 
parish-pump again may take its 
proper place in the organisation 
of rural community life.

HOAX FIRE CALLS 


In spite of numerous appeals and 
warnings, the number of hoax calls 
made to the Dublin Fire Brigade is 
increasing. Irresponsible youths are 
blamed. 

Of twenty-eight calls to the Central 
Station last month sixteen were genuine, 
In the twelve months ended March 31 
last there were 103 bogus calls out of 
a total of 529. The brigade, with the 


police, are doing all they can to put a 


stop to the practice. Recently two 
boys who put through a bogus call were 
caught in Drumcondra, When head- 
quarters received the call the officer-in- 
charge, knowing that the caller was a 
boy, kept him in conversation while a 
colleague ‘phoned the nearest police 
station. | A_ policeman. arrived in the 
nick of time to cutch two vouths coming 
from the telephone-box. 

Ate from the cost. which amounts 
to £%3 a turn-out, and the annoyance to 
harassed fire-fighters, there is a more 
serious aspect in these false alarms.

Last year there was 
a call to a fire in O’Connell street just 
as a brigade contingent was returning 
from a call that was considered 
malicious. 


P.O. WORKERS 


The Government were under heavy 
fire when mentbers of the Post 
Office Workers’ Union met in Dublin 


yesterday to protest against the 


stabilisation of the Bonus Order. 
Mr. W. Norton, T:D., said that 


the union would not accept as an 
answer to their legitimate demands 
the _Government’s 


decision with 
regard to the wages and bonuses of 
the Post Office workers. He assured 
so far as the 
National Executive was concerned, 


they would not be compelled to 


abandon the fight no matter how 


high were the obstacles. 


Complaining that the solemn 
assurance given by the Government 
that increased wages would compen- 


sate for rising prices had not been 


honoured, he pointed out that in 
August, 1939, the cost-of-living 
figure was 73. In May, 1942 it 
was 140. Wages had not risen by 
more than five or seven per cent., 
and large numbers of workers had 
got no increase whatsoever since the 


emergency. 


Once their trade union movement 
had been one of the strongest in the 
world. He was not sure that it was 
now.

they would no longer have to go 


down on their knees to other people ;

Mr. H. V. Katenborn, political 
commentator for the National 
Broadcasting Corporation of 
America, undertook a week-end 
trip by bomber to Britain “ just to 
show America how near she is to 
the war in Europe.’’ 

He left America on Saturday 
night, spent yesterday travelling to 
various centres in Britain, and left 
on his return trip last night, hoping 
to be in Washington this evening. 

In an interview with the Press

“I expected with rationing and all 
the rest of it that you would have 
all been down-at-heel and shabby.

AN IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


Maritime Mascots 


Although the Marine Service is as 
yet only in its infancy, it is main- 
taining all the best naval traditions 
so far as mascots are concerned, 
and, to the best of my knowledge, 
virtually all our ships are stocked 
amply with bird and beast. The 
fact that the force is essentially a 
home fleet naturally prevents it from 
acquiring such exotic creatures as 
monkeys and parrots, beloved of the 
stage sailor; but common-or-garden 
cats and dogs have been substituted 
very successfully. 

On our motor torpedo-boats cats 
are the order of the day, no doubt 
because they adapt themselves more 
easily to the vicissitudes of life on 
these small craft, which perform 
most extraordinary evolutions in bad 
weather. Actually I should not say 
cats; for any that-I saw, if not, in 
fact, kittens, were just barely into 
long trousers, 

The majority of them were Manx, 
and they slid carelessly around the 
deck, peered over the side, and were 
saved from a horrible death a 
thousand times a day by ever- 
vigilant members of the crew. Even 
when the ships go into action on 
manceuvres, the mascots do not seem 
at all perturbed, although they have 
to suffer the ignominy of being 
locked in the tiny cabin “for the 
duration.”’

RAIDS ON BRITAIN 


HEINKEL BROUGHT - 
DOWN 


Two German ’planes were over the 
South Coast of England after dark 
last night and dropped high explo- 
sives in a residential area. Some 
houses were demolished and there 
was a number of casualties. Showers 
of incendiaries were also dropped 
over the town and a ae 
town, but the fires which resulte 
were quickly extinguished. 

At about the same time several 
aircraft dropped hundreds of incen- 
diary bombs near a South-East 
Coast of England town. - They were 
met by anti-aircraft fire. It ap: 
appeared that some of the rew 

osphorus bombs were included, 
but ittle damage was done and no 
one was hurt. 

One of last. night’s raiders, a 
Heinkel, crashed in the streets of a 
town, exploded and was blown to 
pieces. Apparently it had been hit. 
As it flew over the town its engines 
suddenly stopped and it fell in a 
residential thoroughfare. A house 
was struck and set on fire. There 
were a few casualties. Flares were 
also dropped over a north-west of 
England town. The ground defences 
raised a fierce barrage, and no 
incidents were reported. 


AIR BATTLES IN DESERT. 


LONDON, Sunday.—A Middle 
East joint war communiqué states : 
“During Friday night enemy posi- 
tions in the northern sector were 
engaged by our artillery. Patrol 
activity continued in all sectors. 
On Saturday there was nothing to 
report from our land forces. Naval 
aircraft attacked F-boats in Mersa 
Matruh harbour, destroying one with 
a direct hit. Other bombers raided 
shipping and lighters. at Bardia. 
Our aircraft intercepted a sweep by 
enemy fighters over Malta on Satur- 
day morning and shot down three 
Messerschmitt 109s., damaging 
others. From all operations five of 
our aircraft are missing, but the 
pilot of one is believed to be safe. 

The Italian communiqué stated : 
“In Egypt there was reconnaissance 
and artillery duels yesterday. Two 
enemy 'planes were destroyed by our 
A.A. fire. The Axis Air Forces 
renewed their attacks on enemy 
troop and vehicle concentrations. 
Two Curtis ’planes were destroyed 
in aerial combats. Our submarines 
operating in the Atlantic have sunx 
two ships and one tanker, aggregat- 
ing 24,875 tons.’’—(Reuter.)
